At the ofllee of the Miserere, which 
is sung in the Sistine chapel at Home 
on Wetlnesday of Holy week, a cere- 
mony takes place In which a triangular 
candlestick, upon which are 15 can- 
diee, farraapnadlag ta tke number of 
psaliM redted. Is plaead at the epistle 
side of the altar. I . 

After Mcb psalm, aaa of tke eaadtaa 
is eztlncuiAed by a master of cere- 
meolM and after the benedlctus tha 
candle on the top is alone not extin- 
guished, but Is removed and concealed 
behind the altar and not brought out 
until the end of the service. While the 
canticle is sung the aix cantllM ob tlta 
altar are extlngulabsd M waD BB IkSM 
above Uie ruiis. 

The custom of concealing the last 
and most elevated candle nnd bringing 
it forward burning at the end of the 
service, is an allusion to the death and 
resurrection of Christ. In tbe same 
manner tbe other candlM extlngulsbed 
one after Ika other Mgr repreoMt the 
prophets arka arm aac^pssivaiy pBt ta 
deatk kaCiaa tka mnHfiw a( tkair 
Lord.
